The depot eras built by tha American Corrugat'd Iron 
Company of Springfield, Mass., at a cost of about $4,000 The platform ia 100 feet in length by 80 feet in width, and affords s 
pleasant aad ample covering for waiting pass en gers. Tbe tower ia surmounted by an ornament which is an imitation of a lily 
sulk. One of similar design, though smaller, has been planed at the other tod of Hie depot. Both are gilded and give a very 
pleasant a ff ect to the whole building. The interior contoina waiting rorma and all oilier conveniences necessary to maks a com 
ptete rail road station. Those interested propose to ornament the waiting room* with pictures descriptive of tqe fine scenery end 
and handsome residences ia that vicinity. No advertisements of any sort are to lie allowed to disfigure the rooms. Comfortable 
settees have beqp provided both for inside and out, a clock donated, and every thing which good taste can suggest will lie done to 
make this depot attractive to all who may be so fortunate a* to have occasion to use it The engraving was designed and executed 
by a young lady member of tbe Watch wig Sociable, a student in the engraving department at the Cooper Institute, and Is her 
fint work..

The last day of winter boa departed, 
at least by the Calendar, sad Spring come* 
tripping gaily upon its laxy beets. Though 
this be true, ths keen atmosphere of Janu¬ 
ary still lingpr*. aad the warm rains of 
early BpriitoTlfe* have sa abode in fancy 
only. Thfwjnter, just closed, has been foil 
of inteysnto most of the people in this 
metropolis; and, although the weather has 
been severe beyond the example of former 
times, yet no extended suffering has resul¬ 
ted. The very cramped condition of the 
money market would generally enforce a 
strict regard to economy, but tha people 
here have managed to attend our almost 
endless variety of amusements, from the 
dull mono-ony of female suffrage coavra 
tions, up to the sublimity of a Rubeaatieo 
or Thco. Thomas Concert. As a nutter of 
fact the people of Chicago hart been bar- 
rasaed beyond measure by the endless area/ 
of amusements, sod oven now there sp 
pear* do prospect of relief. We are, of a 
truth, an amusement-ridden people, yet 
support without discrimination anything 
tb»t conies along, no matter what the 
price may be. ami no matter what the sub¬ 
ject, everybody lads lima and means far 
the lecture. Those who have entertained 
Chicago audiences through the winter 
have cbarg<-d abominable prices, and as aa 
instance, I may mention that good seats 
for the Beecher lecture SOTO ftor lour dot 
Ur* each, and the lecturer bimsell asked 
and received $3,000 for two lecture* to this 
fire-oppressed city. Of course there is ill this 
feet nothing inconsistent with tiie view of 
pliilanthrophy that runs through bis nature, 
yet it seem* a great affliction for the peo 
pie 

Wendell Phillipps has given os what hv 
deems a fair comment on the character and 
ability of Mr. Froude, the English historian, 
ia reference to his dealing with "Irish His¬ 
tory ," and concentrated, to a single word, 
his opinion seemed to be that Fronde, being 
an Englishman, la, for that reason, incapable 
of writing an impartial history.

The beauty, regularity, and coa 
of many of tha new cities of tha 
i* eminently dae to the adoption of each 
a plan, and the tame thing may be said nf 
some of the new towns of New Jersey along 
ibeN.

Ia our glorious Republic, whers'univer- 
•al suffrage ha* made tho people truly sove¬ 
reign, a variety of censes conspire to fix 
and determine public opinion more rapidly 
mid more strongly than could fa tha case 
in any other country. 

Free aad universal education, tha com¬ 
pute separation of Chnreh aad State, the 
•octal interchange of view* sad sentiments, 
and the frequency of elections, are power¬ 
ful elements bearing upon this subject. 

It fa douhtfal 11 there be any way to 
ascertain the tendency aad tbe flat of pub 
Uo opinion to readily and *0 sffjctually a* 
through tha Prase, we mean tho pubHc 
journals -tha weekly and daily new* 
papers 

A true journalist is, by his calling, his 
sympathy, his intelligence, in nervous con¬ 
nection with all hamanily under every as¬ 
pect, moral, social, political, educational, 
professional, scientific and economical. Dv 
foal* fon pn'slfa pates, he roatamplmw the 
public wants, he stadias ths public thought, 
he Uarus to interpret the public intention, 
audean frequently doctor*, perhaps, day* in 
advance, what is the Public Opinion. There 
are, we know, newspaper* whom conduct¬ 
or*, or, as they are commonly called, editor*, 
pow ass no function of this kind. They 
cater for items, for casualties, for mnsa- 
tiona, etc.; they uie no brain aad have no 

* wared connection with tho bedy politic, 
the body social, or the mass of humanity. 
They originate no ideas, they never take 
aa inUlligmt "public-opinion bath” and 
hare not sympathy enough with the intel¬ 
ligent and the refined, the publicist aad 
scientist, the thinker and the writer, to 
produce a perceptible vlbrafm in their 
own nervous censoriam. This, it mast be 
contented, fa too commonly the manifest 
character of most of the country aew* 
papers 

Bat the true and talented editor, whom 
braic, like aa electric battery, having a per¬ 
fect circnit, is to constant exercise, collect*, 
and concentrates the indications of public 
will, and, whan sufficiently assured, he an¬ 
nounces it as of authority—Ufa Ptiblie 
Op in ion, 

Lea us fa dearly anderstood. Tbe edi¬ 
tor doe* not create, nor even form public 
opinion, as we endeavored to show in our 
former articles But, as bis own doable 
see son as connect tfa brain with tfa sur 
face and the remotest extremeties. sad *d> 
via* that central arbiter of what fa going 
on without, 00 does aa equally subtle 
mutual force among mask lad, sometime* 
called "odylic fore*,!* bring him Into 
moot seuoitiva and susceptible communica¬ 
tion with men and mind*; so that he be¬ 
comes possess*^ at fate might say, iatui- 
tireiy, or ancoasclonalj, ot the prevalent 
sentiment* af hia nommnnky. And, as 
these journals era made and ptfoliahed 
far* and therfi, over the whole hind, the 
editor*, In 11 odyHc" sympathy with their 
respeetiv* communities aad with mch
